It has been a busy two 
months since commission-
ing. We have continued to 
train furiously for our Com-
bat Systems Qualifications, 
while striving to improve 
our abilities to take our 
ship to sea and operate 
with the Fleet.  In this time 
of war, our leadership has 
given us explicit guidance 
– make PINCKNEY ready in 
all respects for wartime op-
erations, we need her “on 
the Prowl.”
